WIFE FINDS BODY 
AN HOUR LATER 


Well Known In District, 
Victim Had Operated 
Garage 17 Years 


Howard H. Cope, about 40. was 
killed instantly at 7 p rn. Monday 
when the bed of a dump truck fell 
on him while he was repairing the 
truck hoist at his garage in Mid­ 
dleton, two miles southeast of Co­ 
lumbiana 
Cope was found by his wife about 
an hour after the accident hap­ 
pened. He was pronounced dead by 
a doctor who was summoned im­ 
mediately. 
Accident Cloes Unnoticed 
Several men were in another part 
of the garage when the accident 
occurred, but none of them was 
aware of what had happened until 
Mrs Cope discovered her husband’s 
body. 
The men said Cope had been 
leaning over the frame of the truck, 
working on the hoist while the bed 
was in a raised position.
